ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


OF UNION SCHOOL DISTRICT, NO. 1, IN TILTON. 


The school year of 1902 has been a marked year in it’s his- 
tory principally on account of the uncertainty of it’s sessions. 

The spring term was interrupted by the prevailing illness 
scarlet fever, and with the advice of the Board of Health the 
schools were closed. 

The coolness of the early summer was favorable to school 
life and the school was continued until the scholars had had 
their full number of school weeks, and accomplished the 
amount of work required in the course of study. 

During the vacation the building was fumigated and put in 
a good sanitary condition. 

The indirect radiation system has been repaired and newly 
packed, and in so doing a large amount of fuel has been saved . 
this winter. 

A sum of money was expended on the south lawn or play 
ground, to complete work of grading commenced the previous 
year; making it suitable for seeding with grass, and protect- 
ing the foundation of building from water and frost. 
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There was a vacancy in our principalship by the resignation 
of Mr. Geo. M. Dickson, and Mr. Martin A. Seymour of 
Randolph, Vt., was elected to that position, which he has filled 
very creditably, both as an instructor and disciplinarian. 

The new room was furnished and the third grade was placed 
in the care of Miss Ethel M. Stevens of Franklin Falls, a grad- 
uate of the State Normal School, Plymouth, N. H., and she 
has proved a strong support to our efficient corps of teachers. 

Our musical department has been under the direction of Mr. 
Fred Osgood, and the work has been very satisfactory. 

Miss Jewett of Laconia has charge of the drawing. Water 
colors have been introduced much to the delight and benefit of 
the children, and excellent work is being done in this line. 

The money appropriated for new seats in the hall was ex- 
pended as judiciously as possible, and we have seats enough 
tor one half of the capacity of the hall. 

Our text books are much the same as last year. 

About $50 has been expended for reference books which 
includes a good list of Histories, also some books on nature 
work. 

The History written by Mrs. Dickson has been introduced 
in the 6th grade and is well liked. 

Great pains has been taken with the reading and new sup- 
plementary readers have been placed in each grade.
